These View Bodies 
To Be Raised 


“How say some among you that 
there is no resurrection of the 
dead?”’ Paul asked the question 
long ago, and it still needs to be 
asked today. For many, even 
among Christians, make the mis- 
take of thinking that “resurrec- 
tion” means merely continued spir- 
itual life after the death of the 
body, or the replacing of the dead 
body by another body. Resurrection 
means the rising again of the body 
that went down in death: trans- 
formed, glorified, but the very body 
that died. When there is so little 
emphasis upon this miracle of bodi- 
ly resurrection today, it is refresh- 
ing to find a clear statement about 
it in The Sunday School Times of 
April 22, 1865. Here is part of the 
message of that Easter Number of 
more than seventy years ago. 
“Who has not felt, as he stood by 
the open grave of one most dear, 
and looked down on the closed lid 
which shut out from his anguished 
view the form so well beloved, 
what a glorious hope we have in 
the promises of a resurrection? 
The thought that the precious dust 


will rise again, in a new and per- 


fect form, is one most comforting | 
to the stricken heart. We have, 
cared for the poor clay so tender- | 


ly, have seen through it alone the | 


manifestations of that inner life 
which we know can never die, that 
it is a double anguish to think of 
our buried treasure being lost to us 
forever. But of all the works 
which God has wrought, what can 
seem more wonderful than that 
all the dead shall rise? Think of 
the dust of centuries which the old 
earth covers! Think of the thou- 
sand new forms into which the 
particles of these bodies have been 
resolved —into the waving trees, 
the fruit and grains of the earth, 
again to circulate through the 
veins of living beings! Some tossed 
by the wild waves of the sea to 
the four quarters of the globe, 
yet in all their wanderings watched 
by an all-seeing eye, and ready 
at the moment of his bidding to 
haste and join their fellows, to 
build up once more the crumbled 
tenement for the soul. Nothing 
shall be wanting to make the iden- 
tity perfect. ‘It is sown a natura! 
body, it is raised a spiritual body.’ 
Yet we know it shall be our very 
bodies still.”

The God that made the world 


gave the Bible! The Bible is the 
WORD of God; creation is the 
WORK of God. Those two ab- 
solutely agree. The “scientific’’ 
books that men write are out of 
date in ten years because they are 
composed so largely of unproven 
theories, guesses, hypotheses.

Science has not yet caught up 
with the Bible. 


Science once taught that the 
earth was flat. The Bible has al- 
ways taught that it was round. 
The Bible mentions the four points, 
quarters or directions; North, 
South, East, West, but there is not 
a reference in the Bible that indi- 
cates that the earth is flat. Bible 
writers may have thought so but 
Bible writers did not write what 
they thought; they wrote as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost. So 
the Bible is scientifically accurate 
and teaches not man’s false im- 
pressions, but God’s wisdom. 


Bible Teaches Earth Is Round 


Isaiah 40:22 says, “It is he that 
sitteth wpon the circle of the 
earth, and the inhabitants thereof 
are as grasshoppers; that stretch- 
eth out the heavens as a curtain, 
and spreadeth them out as a tent 
to dwell in.” The word translated 
circle here means circle, circuit, 
revolution or roundness. God it 
is who sits upon the circle or 
roundness of the earth. 

The Lord Jesus knew that the 
world which He had made was 
round. Speaking of His second 
coming, Jesus said, “For as the 
lightning, that lighteneth out of 
the one part under heaven, shineth 
unto the other part under heaven; 
so shall also the Son of man be in 
his day” (Luke 17:24). His com- 
ing will be sudden, that is to all 


parts of the earth as quick as a 
flash of lightning from the east 
to the west. Yet at the same time

comes it will be morning on part " 


of the earth with women grinding 
the meal for the day for in verse 
35 He says, “Two women shall be 
grinding together; the one shall be 
taken, and the other left.” It will 
also be midday on part of the 
earth, with men working together 
in the field, for Jesus said in verse 
386, “Two men shall be in the field; 
the one shall be taken, and the 
other left.” At one instant of time 
it will be night in one part of the 
earth, morning in another part of 
the earth and midday at another 
part. That could only be possible 
with the earth round, rotating con- 
tinually toward the sun. Jesus 
stated the matter in exact scien- 
tific terms centuries before the 
smart-alec scientists knew any- 
thing about the roundness of the 
earth or its rotation! I had rather 
risk the Bible than the scientists. 
They are too far behind to trust. 


Not only does the Bible teach - 


that the earth is round, that it 
turns on its axis, making day and 
night, but the Bible clearly teach- 
es that it is suspended out in space. 
The scientists who believed that 
the earth was flat had various 
opinions about it. Some thought 
that the earth was upheld on @ 
giant elephant, others that it was 
supported on pillars and others 
that it floated on water. Human 
wisdom did not discover until the

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had fallen into his hands. I sent 
him copies of my paper and he 
subscribed. Later he wrote me on 
a number of doctrinal points. He 
was particularly interested in the 
question of baptismal regeneration, 
that is, as to whether a baby re- 
ceives a new nature when 
sprinkled. According to the teach- 
ings of Lutherans, Episcopaleans, 
and others, regeneration takes 
place at baptism, even of babies. 

Following the Oliphant-Rice De- 
bate in January, 1935, I*had a 
number of articles in The Sword of 
the Lord proving that. baptism is 
not essential to salvation. The 
Lutheran brother commended The 
Sword of the Lord. 

Now comes this week a letter 
from our brother in North Da- 
kota telling how he came to the 
conclusion that baptismal regener- 
ation was wrong, a remnant of 
papal teaching contrary to the Bi- 
ble.

The Future Heaven Will Come 


Down To Earth 


There is another important word 
about Heaven I want to bring be- 
fore I close. My friends, notice 
this. One day Heaven is going to 
come down and be on earth. 1 
read many times this Scripture be- 
fore I noticed this. “And I saw 
& new heaven and a new earth: 
for the first heaven and the first 
earth were passed away; and there 
was no more sea.

Yes, it is coming down. It is com- 
ing down to the earth. Did you 
ever wonder why it is called new 
Jerusalem? That is why. It has 
got to come down here and land 
at Jerusalem and be the center 
for the new earth, a new Heaven 
on @ new earth. Yes, that holy 
city will only be the capital city. 
Abraham “looked for a city.’”’ He 
gazed out all over that country, the 
land of Canaan, and wondered just 
where the temple would be. The 
mansion I will have will come 
down. Yes, Abraham looked for 
a city. 

As Abraham followed the will of 
God and camped on the prairies 
and valleys of Palestine, God said 
to him, “Lift up now thine eyes, 
and look from the place where thou 
art northward, and southward, and 
eastward, and westward: For aii 
the land which thou seest, to thee 
will I give it, and to thy seed for- 
ever” (Gen, 18:14, 15). The same 
promise was repeated to Abra- 
ham, Isaac and Jacob, and to David

Pan on earth, for Abraham and 


his seed (Gen. 17:8; Gen. 26:3, 4; 
Gen. 28:13; II Sam. 7:10; Ezekiel 
37:25-27). All of these promises 
teach that the believing seed of 
Abraham will eventually have an 
everlasting possession in Palestine 
which would mean an eternal Hea- 
en on earth. 


Abraham, Isaac and Jacob all 
died in faith not having received 
the promises. We are told of Abra- 
ham that “By faith he sojourned 
in the land of promise, as in a 
strange country, dwelling in taber- 


| nacles with Isaac and Jacob, the 


heirs with him of the same prom- 
ise: For he looked for a city which 
hath foundations, whose builder 
and maker is God” (Heb: 11:9, 10). 
Then in verse 13 we are told, 
“These all died in faith, not hav- 
ing received the promises, but hav- 
ing seen them afar off, and were 
persuaded of them, and embraced 
them, and confessed that they 
were strangers and pilgrims on the 
earth.” They obtained possession 
of not even so much of that land 
as to put foot upon (Acts 7:5). 
But they knew that God would 
one day keep His promises and 
they looked forward to that won- 
derful city of God! 

So here in Revelation we are told

day of Galileo, Columbus and Me- 


gellan that the earth was a ball, 
Suspended out in space, hung up- 
on nothing. But Job 26:7 says ot 
God, “He stretcheth out the north 
over the empty places, and hang- 
eth the earth upon nothing!” That 
is an exact and accurate scientific 
statement of fact given by divine 
inspiration many centuries before 
men had any other evidence that 
it was true. The Bible is the only 
absolutely reliable scientific Boox 
in the world. Scientists are only 
learning a little of what Ged has 
done in His world. They guess at 
much but their guesses are often 
wrong. Not one proven fact of 
science contradicts the Bible. 


Plants, Animals, Fishes, Birds, All 
Produce Only After Their Kind 


Scientists have discovered in 
modern times the law that both 
plants and animals reproduce only 
after their kind. A cat may have 
kittens, some black, some spotted, 
but all will be cats. Horses may be 
bred for racing or draft purposes 
and may vary in size, color and 
disposition and yet they are al- 
ways distinctively horses. A mare 
always foals a colt, never a calf. 
Mendel, the scientist, found that 
sweet peas could be bred shorter 
cr taller but that they still always 
were sweet peas, nothing else. 
Children are not identical witao 
their parents but they are always 
after the same kind. 

It is an interesting thing that 
animals or plants, very close kin, 
may be crossed to produce a hy- 
brid. For instance, the hcrse and 
donkey may be crossed and pro- 
duces a mule. But here the scien- 
tific law steps in and proves itself 
for hybrids are always sterile. 
Mules never reproduce themselves. 
Plant wizards, so-called, have de- 
veloped hybrid plants that are use- 
ful but these hybrids must be arti- 
ficially reproduced, that is, by cut- 
tings, etc., since they will not re- 
produce themselves by seed. The 
scientific law often proven is that 
plants, animals, fowls, and fishes 
all reproduce only after their own 
kind. | 

Evolutionists have been stumped 
by the hard facts in the case. They 
Lave never been able to produce 
a single example of evolution be- 
cause of this unbreakable scientific 
law. 


In modern times wise men have 
discovered this law but in the very 
first chapter of the Bible the Spirit 
of God inspired Moses to write it 
down! Plants, animals, fowls and 
fiches are particularly mentioned 
anid in every case we are expressly 
told that they reproduce only 
AFTER THEIR KIND. Ten times 
in that chapter (once in verse 11, 
twice in verse 12, twice in verse 
21 twite in verse 24, three times 
in verse 25) God said that living 
plants and animals should repro- 
duce themselves only “after their 


kind” or “after his kind.” 


According to this law there may 
be developments within a species 
or kind but there cannot be evolu- 
tion from one species or kind to 
another species or kind. The fool- 
ish evolutionary thought that man 
came from some lower form of ani- 
mal life not only contradicts the 
Bible, it contradicts a well known 
and often proven scientific law. 


“Science” is so slow to discover 
great scientific facts plainly stated 
in God’s Word that the Christian 
is perfectly safe to believe the Bi- 
ble on every point and to believe 
the scientists only when his point 
is proven beyond any shadow of 
doubt. In that case it will coincide 
with the Bible for THERE ARE 
NO SCIENTIFIC MISTAKES IN 
THE BIBLE. 


"The Life Is In the Blood" 


Modern science has now learned 
that life is maintained in a human 
body or in any animal body by the 
blood. It is the blood that eassimi- 
lates food, carries it to the various 
parts of the body where it is 
formed into body cells, flesh, fat, 
organs, bone, teeth, nails or hair. 
etc. It is the blood that in the 
lungs assimilates the oxygen from 
the fresh air and gives off the car- 
bon-dioxide from the body. It is 
the blood that repels disease germs, 
that heals the tissues, that mends 
broken bones. Body processes that 
constitute life are carried on by 
the blood. Without circulation of 
the blood to any part of the body, 


that part would die very soon. 
When the heart stops, death en- 
sues. Literally, “the life is in the 
blood.” Science did not know this 
until comparatively recent times 
when the circulation of the blood 
was discovered. Physicians, the 
scientists of the day, up to little 
over one hundred years ago be- 
lieved that bleeding a patient was 
good for many illnesses. Leeches 
were used to suck the blood or a 
vein was opened and blood re- 
moved. Doctors and scientific men 
had no idea that the blood circu- 
lated throughout the body. Some- 
times they were very careful to 
take the same amount of blood 
from both wrists. It is supposed 
that George Washington died pre- 
maturely because treated by blood- 
letting after a severe cold. Circu- 
lation of the blood was first ac- 
curately described by Harvey in 
i628. Not until since that time did 
the scientific fact become known 
that the life was in the blood. 


But this scientific fact was clear- 
iy stated in the Bible more than 
once by divine inspiration. God 
told Noah just after the flood that 
the life of the flesh was the blood. 
In Genesis 9:4, 5 the Lord said, 
“But flesh with the life thereof, 
which ig the blood thereof, shall ye 
not eat. And surely your blood of 
your lives will I require; at the 
hand of every beast will I require 
it, and at the hand of man; at the 
hand of every man’s brother will 
I require the life of man.” The 
life is in the blood and that is the 
reason why God forbade the eat- 
ing of blood. God repeated this 
teaching even more explicitly to 
the Jews through Moses and it 
was written down by divine inspi- 
ration in Weviticus 17:10-14. In 
verse 11 the Lord said, “For the 
life of the flesh is in the blood.” 
Verse 14 says, “For it is the life 
of all flesh; the blood of it is for 
the life thereof.”” That passage 
states that God had appointed the 
blood upon the altar to make an 
atonement for souls. That explains 
why God commanded the sprin- 
kling of the blood in the taber- 
nacle and upon the altar, and why 
the blood of the Lord Jesus was 
poured out on the cross. If He had 
been stoned His blood would not 
have been poured out, so God had 
His Son crucified and had the spear 
to pierce His side so that the blood 
could be poured out as an offering. 
The reason is that the life is in the 
blood. 

This scientific fact, declared by 
civine inspiration in the Word oi 
God centuries ago, has now been 
accepted by scientists. But the 
scientists are so far behind God's 
Word that no intelligent Christian 
should ever doubt the Word of God 
because of the foolish and igncrant 
boasting of so-called scientists. The 


theories of men fail, one by one) 


until little by little men come to 
see part of the truth which is only 
declared in the Word of God. 

Thank God the Bible is scientifi- 
cally accurate. Not a single scien- 
tific fact will ever be proven con- 
trary to the Word of God.

God Selected Jerusalem As the 
Site of the Temple Hundreds of 
Years Ahead of Time 


The Lord said to Abraham one 
day, “Take now thy son, thine only 
son Isaac, whom. thou lovest, and 
get thee into the land of Moriah; 
and offer him there for a burnt- 
offering upon one of the mountains 
which I will tell thee of.” He made 
that journey of three days ....
